The greatest anomaly in the his- 


tory of this country in the fact that 
we produce more gold and silver than 
any other nation on the globe, and at 
same time use "paper money" as a 
circulating medium. 
These prec- 


ious metals are the standard of value 
throughout 
the 
civilized 
world, 


everywhere recognized ns the true 
measure for land, real estate and 
merchandise value. Ami such it has 
been for centuries, never fluctuating 
but a trifle, and always regarded as 
of real, intrinsic, genuine and in- 
herent value. There are no returns 
of the gold mined in the Southern 
States, which is not now over large; 
nor of some other gold-producing 
-districts; but it is quite safe to esti- 
mate the aggregate production of the 
precious me tula of the entire nation 
at not much short of ninety million 
dollars. 


An intelligent writer in a late issue 


of the Overland Monthly rondo a com- 
parison between the production of 
gold in California in 1864 and 1874, 
and came to tbe conclusion that the 
height of gold production had been 
reached in that State. But of the 
silver production of Colorado, Ne- 
vada and Utah, the writer thought 
no adequate estimate had ever been 
made, and that it only required the
